Kegina, June 1.—A sitting of the 
Nortiwest Territorial legisiature was 
held yesterday af‘ernoun. Mr. Me- 
Cauley gave notice that he would, in- 
quire on Monday next whether steps 
have been taken to_settie with the 
debenta-e holders of school district, No.

The following bills were introduced 
and read the first time: 1 


By Dr. Patmck—A bill to amend the 


mechanics’ ‘ lien ordinance. Second 
reading Tuesday. 
By Mr. Connell—A bill to amend 


the ordinance respecting hire receipts 
and conditional sales of goods. Sec- 
ond reading Tuesday. 

The sitting was almost entirely de- 
voted fo werk in committee of the 
whole, The first biil considered was 
one to amena the ordinance respect- 
ing th-esher~’ liens. Mr. Rosenroll 
suggested consideration of the circum- 
stances of a cas® whicb bad been tried 
in Regina and fecided against ithe 
thresher who had the lien. 

Mr. McDonald replied thet the 
thresber had exceeded the powers 
given by the ordinance, he and the 
bailiff having taken too much liberty 
with a farmer’s granary. The bill 
was reported and the third reading 
fixed for (Monday. 

The bill to authorize the city of Cal- 
gary to use the waters and falls of 
the Bow river at or near Kananaskis 
or the waterg and falls of ihe Elbow 
river for electric purposes was consid- 
ered for some time, when the commit- 
tee reported progress, and received 
leave to sit again, at the next sitting. 

The bill to amend the ordinance re- 
specting the administration of civil 
justice was considered and progress 
reported. It will be resumed on Tues- 
day. In connection with this bill Dr. 
Patrick wanted some provision to pre- 
vent men from get‘ing out of the 
country without paying their debts. 
Mr. Haultain was not in favor of ip- 
troducing writs of capias in the Terr- 
tories. Mr. Bennett spoke of this pro- 
cedure as existing in New Brunswick, 
and said be had; never known a hard- 
ship to result from a writ of capias. 
He suggested that an absconding 
debtors’ act might be passed. 

The bill respecting companies, a 
long one, of over seventy pages, was 
next considered. One clause ‘pro- 
vides that eyery company, association 
or partnership consisting of _more 
than twenty persons, for acquisition 
or gain, must be) registered as a com- 
pany with this ordinance, or formed 
in pursuance of some other ordinance 
ef the legislative assembly. 

Mr. Rosenroll thought the number 
mentioned unnecessarily large, but it 
was allowed to stand. 

The committee reported progress on 
the hill after having gone over about 
a third of its clauses. I's considera- 
tion will be resumed op Monday. 

A bill respecting hail insurance was 
introduced by Mr. Haultain and read 
the first time.

On 
rising from the ground he noticed a 
fellow trooper named MacArthur Jying 
on the veldt nearby and, On going) over 
to him, found that he had} been wound- 
ed in the shoulder and hip! and that his 
injuries were such as to make it im- 
possibie for him to move. Although the 
fire from the Boer ambush was pretty 
hot and deadly at times, Sergt. Rich- 
ardson. picked the injured man up and 
carried him across the fire zone to a 
place of safety.

He ex- 
pects to meet the whuler there and put 
in the winter whale fishing and musk 
ox shooting. In March, when Arctic 
trave: commences, with his party, he 
will start north on the shore ice and 
overland, to Wager river near the 
northern extremity of Huason’s Bay. 
A portage is made here to the Arctic 
ocean. He hopes to be at this point 
by June and wii! stari thence westward 
along the broken shore of the Arctic. 
The exact route will be altogether gov- 
erned by circumstances and the discov- 
eries made. It is possible that an ex- 
ploration trip wll be made down the 
Back river. After 2 summer spent 
in *his region Mr. Hanbury will start 
out to civilizaNion, and, as Stated, he 
expects to reach Edmonton in Jan- 
uary. : i 

He takes with him through the Arc- 
tic trip only two assistants, One, «a 
native of thre country, has been engag- 
ed here, the other will be procured at 
Great Slave lake. 

The more valuable part of his outfit 
Mr. Hanbury has encased in water and 
air tight heavy tin cases, the lids being 
fitted underneath with a sirip of 
rubber which, when the, box is closed, 
prevents water entering and will en- 
able the cases to float if the boats 
are ever upset. In his last trip) Mr.
